Representatives  at  Imperial  Conference 


Railways  Allege  if  B,C,  Gets 
What  Premier  Oliver  De- 
mands She  Will  Be  Worse 
Off  Than  Now 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  8.— The  ap- 
peal of  the  British  Colum- 
lua  government  against  the 
order  of  the  Railway  Commission 
of  last  year,'  relating  to  freight 
rates  affecting  that  province, 
opens  tomorrow  hefore  the  Privy 
Council. 

Hon.  John  Oliver  and  Counsel  Mc- 
Geer  have  heen  here  for  aeveral  days, 
preparing  for  the  hearing. 

The  British  Columbia  appeal  la 
being  supported  by  Alberta,  which  Is 
represented  by  Frank  Ford.  K.C. 

The  case  goes  back  as  far  as  Octo- 
ber, If 20.  when  the  Privy  Council, 
dealing  alth  an  appeal  of  the  govern- 
ments of  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan, 
ordered  the  Railway  Commission  to 
Institute  an  Inquiry  Into  the  question 
of  the  equalization  of  freight  rates  and 
passenger  ratea  between  the  East  and 
the  West. 

Orders  Enquiry. 

The  Privy  Council,  In  directing  the 
Railway  Commission  to  conduct  the 
enquiry,  advised  that  If  they  dealt 
with  the  question  of  facts  on  the 
appeal,  they  would  defeat  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  Commission  had 
been  created  and  It  would.  In  the  end, 
be  highly  prejudicial  to  the  public 
Interest.  The  Council  further  stated 
that  what  constitute*!  a  fair  and 
reasonable  rate  should  be  arrived  at 
without  reference  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways. 

The  hearings  of  the  Commission,  In 
what  was  subsequently  known  as  the 
"equalisation  case."  started  In  Novem- 
ber. 1  920.  The  Commission  sat  at 
evsry  Important  centre  from  Halifax 
to  Vancouver.  The  last  sitting  was 
held  at  Ottawa,  covering  a  period  of 
some  three  weeks,  and  the  order  was 
finally  Issued  on  June  30.  1922.

Every  public  and  commercial  body 
In  Canada  that  desired  to  express  Its 
opinion  or  give  evidence  was  Invited 
to  do  so.  and  most  of  them  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  offer.  The  evidence 
covered  six  bulky  volumes  of  nearly 
G.000  paces.  Every  detail  with  refer 
ence  to  the  financial  position  of  the 
Canadtaa  I'acific  R  allway  wan  deult 
with,  as  arlso  was  the  question  of  rail- 
way costs  and  expenditures.  With 
the  exception  of  the  celebrated  West 
em  rate  case,  which  waa  concluded  In 
1914.  after  three  years  of  investiga- 
tion, no  such  exhaustive  enquiry  has 
over  occurred  In  Canada. 

The  appeal  made  by  British  Colum- 
bia, according  to  railway  statements 
issued  here  today,  is  a  reversal  of 
the  natural  order  of  events.  The 
appeal,  it  In  said,  should  have  been 
made  by  the  other  sections  of  the 
Dominion  and  the  railway  companies. 
Substantiating  this,  and  showing  that 
Brltlah  Columbia  has  not  greatly 
suffered.  It  is  cited  In  a  statement 
made  to  the  press  by  Premier  Oliver 
on  his  arrival  In  Ottawa,  when  ho 
pointed  out  the  growlnr  prosperity 
and  development  of  British  Colum- 
bia.

PLAN  REDUCTION 
OF  ARMAMENTS 

Commission  Settles  the  Main 
Points  of  Proposed  Treaty 
to  Apply  to  Members  of 
League  of  Nations 


UNITED  ACTION  TO 

RESIST  AGGRESSION 


No  Signatory  to  Agreement  Re- 
quired to  Lend  Military  Aid 
on  Any  Continent  Outside 
Its  Own 


r*\ARIS,  Aug.  8.— The  tempor- 
r  J  ary  mixed  commission  for 
the  reduction  of  armaments 
of  the  League  of  Nations  this 
afternoon,  adopted  the  text  of  the 
proposed  treaty  of  mutual  guar- 
antees destined  to  bring  about  re- 
duction of  armaments,  which  it 
will  suhmit  to  the  Assembly  of 
the  League  in  September. 

Some  of  the  important  features  of 
the  project  were  adopted  without  a 
unanimous  vote  and  consequently  will 
be  the  subject  of  contention  at 
Geneva. 


The  text,  aa  it  will  be  submitted, 
provides  for  a  general  treaty  to  be 
signed  by  all  the  members  of  the 
League,  whereby  they  sgree  to  aid 
members  who  are  victims  of  aggres- 
sion or  threatened  Invasion. 

This  agreement,  so  far  as  It  im- 
plies the  use  of  military  force,  is  of 
continental  application  only,  no  sig- 
natory being  obliged  to  contribute 
military  efforts  on  any  continent  other 
than  that  on  which  It  ia  situated 
Thus  the  South  Amerlcsn  countries 
would  not.  by  signing  the  treaty.  In- 
cur any  obligation  to  Intervene  ln  a 
European  conflict. 

The  right  of  any  state  to  assistance 
from  the  other  signatories  under  this 
position,  depends  upon  the  reduction 
of  Its  armament  to  the  lowest  limit. 
Justified  by  the  security  which  the 
agreement  gives.

The  article  of  the  treaty,  which  was 
the  subject  of  most  contention,  was 
that  relating  to  alllnncea  or  ententes 
between  the  small  number  of  powera 
separate  from  the  general  agreement 
between  all  the  members. 

The  next  privilege  Is  that  ln  order 
to  enable  the  signatoriea  to  furnish 
general  assistance  that  would  be  Im- 
mediately effective,  they  may  con- 
clude between  two  or  more  of  them 
agreements,  complimentary  to  the 
general  Import.  Exclusively  for  the 
purpose  of  mutual  defence  auch  agree- 
ments may.  If  the  parties  desire  he 
negotiated  under  the  auaplcea  of  the 
league.

His  successor  and  constant  companion  through  the  years  of  his  presi- 
dency. Calvin  Coolidge.  accompanies  his  body  to  its  last  resting  place.  His 
consort,  after  thousands  of  miles  of  traveling,  half  of  them  under  the  weight 
of  her  bewildering  sorrow,  embarked  for  her  home  town  with  her  dead.

Flaherty,  of  Philadelphia,  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  Supreme  Knight  of 
the  Knights  of  Columbus  at  the  forty- 
flret  annual  convention  here  today. 
He  received  210  votes  against  112 
for  W.  J.  Mulligan,  of  Connecticut, 
who  last  year  was  unsuccessful  candi- 
date for  Supreme  Advocate  of  the 
order. 

Mr.  Flaherty's  victory  was  regarded 
aa  an  overwhelming  endorsement  of 
his  peraonsl  service  to  the  order,  of 
which  he  has  been  Supreme  Knight 
for  fourteen  years,  and  for  which  po- 
sition he  has  been  returned  unani- 
mously eight  tlmea. 

Mr.  Flaherty  wa.  nominated  by  O- 
H.  Boivln.  M  P..  Quebec,  Supreme  Di- 
rector of  Canada. 

The  first  act  of  the  convention  was 
to  paas  a  resolution  of  regret  of  the 
death  of  President  Harding,  and  sym- 
pathy for  Mrs.  Harding. 

Supreme  Director  George  Boivln, 
in  the  name  of  the  66,000  members 
of  the  Knights  of  Columbus;  In  Can- 
ada, presented  Supreme  Knight 
James  A.  Flaherty  with  a  history  of 
the  Catholic  Huts  work  for  Canadian 
service  men  throughout  the  war. 

In  his  address  to  the  convention. 
Supreme  Knight  Flaherty  challenged 
all  critics  of  his  administration  of 
the  order  to  prove  that  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  had  in  any  time  been 
false  to  their  trust  after  the  Ameri- 
can public  had  donated  140.000.000 
for  them  to  continue  their  welfare 
work.  He  declared  the  Knights 
would  hold  to  account  all  who  slan- 
dered them,  and  that  the  order  would 
remain  in  welfare  work  In  hospitals 
and  in  schools  until  the  laat  man 
had  been  cared  for.

TORONTO.  Aug.  t  — With  a  re- 
volver pressing  Into  his  side  for  two 
hours,  during  which  he  covered  the 
distance  of  more  than  forty  miles  be- 
tween Hamilton  and  Toronto  in  a  wild 
night  automobile  ride  and  listened  to 
a  story  of  love,  jeslousy  snd  murder, 
Archibald  E  Kails,  of  Hamilton,  was 
early  this  morning  forced  t<>  aid 
George  King.  It,  In  his  escape  to  this 
city,  after  King  had  shot  and  killed 
fcrle  Johnson,  his  seventeen-year-old 
swaetheert.  on  the  veranda  of  her 
home.  In  full  view  of  her  horror- 
stricken  psrents,  brothers  and  alsters. 

King  ended  his  wild  ride  at  a  res- 
taurant,  where     he     telephoned  the 
slice  that  he  was  going  to  commit 
jiclde  and  that  his  body  would  he 
found  In  the  lavatory  of  the  cafe. 

Kelts  waa  on  Mis  wey  home  about 
midnight  last  night  when  King 
Jumped  on  the  runnlng-bosrd  of  his 
motor  car  and  demanded  that  he  be 
driven  to  Toronto.  He  at  first  refused, 
but  when  King  pulled  a  revolver  and 
pressed  it  into  hia  side,  with  the  re- 
mark.

GOVERNMENT  EX  PEN  DITU  KES 

The  gathering  interest  in  political 
affairs  of  the  .Wince  is  illustrated 
again  by  the  nature  of  the  audience 
at  Dun.  an  which  listened  to  s;  eechcs 
«  n  Tuesday  night  from  Mr.  W.  J. 
Jlowser,  Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmie  and  Mr.  C. 
jl.  Dickie.  Not  only  was  the  audi- 
ence large,  but  it  was  keenly  rn- 
thusisatic  and  displayed*  attention 
which  indicates  the  new  political 
awakening  that  is  sweeping  through 
F.ritish  Columbia.  Mr.  Bowser,  ir. 
his  address,  was  on  the  atront«t  of 
all  possible  grounds  iu  attacking  the 
preserh-day  expenditures  of  adminis- 
tration. It  is  upon  that  count  that 
the  Government  is  most  vulnerable. 
It  is  especially  to  on  the  basis  of  the 
growth  of  outlay  in  Civil  Service  ex- 
penditure, and  the  heavy  sums  being 
utilized  on  the  travelling  expenses  of 
departmental  officials  and  members 
of  the  Government.  Mr.  Bowser 
says,  and  we  assume  his  figures  are 
correct,  that  the  monthly  travelling 
expense!  of  Government  official! 
have  reached  a  total  of  $30,000.  In 
view  of  conditions,  this  outlay  is  by 
far  too  heavy,  and  »n  Inquiry  into  the 
whole  subject  of  expenditure!  in  this 
direction  should  be  made  by  the 
Public  Accounts  Committee  of  the 
Legislature,  or  else  by  »omt  special 
committee  of  that  body. 

The  strong  appeal  made  by  Dr.  S. 
F.  Tolmie  at  the  Duncan  meeting  that 
united  support  should  be  given  to 
Mr.  Bowser  in  his  task  as  Provincial 
leader  of  the  Conservatives  is  timely 
and  generous.  The  opponents  of 
Mr.  Bowser  have  been  endeavoring 
to  insinuate  that  Dr.  Tolmie  is  aim- 
ing at  the  Provincial  leadership. 
They  have  ignored  his  repeated  de- 
nials of  any  such  Intention.  His 
latest  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  present 
leader  should  put  a  quietus  to  the 
propaganda  attempting  to  show  that 
there  is  any  dissension  in  the  ranks 
of  the  Conservatives  of  British  Co- 
lumbia.

The    Juternatioual    Labor  Review 
has  an    article  in  its  current  u.ue 
dealing  with  the  apprenticeship  sys- 
tem, in  the  course  of  which  it  shows 
what  efforts  arc  being  made  to  re 
\i\e  this  plan  aud  adapt  it  to  the 
large  scale  production  which  appears 
to  be  an  essential  characteristic  o 
modern  industry.   The  article  alludes 
to  the  decline  of  the  apprcnti.  eslnp 
system    in    almost    every  country. 
This,  it  says,  has  resulted  in  a  short 
age  of  highly  skilled  workers,  while 
the  workers  now  produced  as  skilled 
are  often  inadequately  trained.  At 
tention  is  directed  to  an  intere.itiiiK 
innovation  that  has  been  introduced 
in  New  South  Wales,  where  boys  can 
be  apprenticed   to  a   group   of  em- 
ployers as  well  as  to  an  individual 
In  this  case  the  members  of  the  Em 
ployers'  Association  are  jointly,  but 
not    severally,  liable  for    the  per- 
formance of  the  contract,  and  the  ap- 
prentice uiay  work  for  any  member 
of  the  Association.    This  helps  to  in 
sure    that    the    apprentice  receives 
as    thorough    a    training    as  pos 
sible,   and,   especially    in    a  highly 
organized    trade,  largely  overcomes 
the  difficulty  caused  by  the  appren- 
tice's desire  to  move  from  one  estab- 
lishment to  another. 

Allusion  is  made  in  the  article 
quoted  to  attempts  being  made  by 
certain  large  undertakings  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  to  improve  and 
modernize  apprenticeship  methods, 
by  which  a  complete  system  of  tech- 
nical education,  both  theoretical  and 
practical,  is  organized.  The  tenor  of 
the  article  shows  that  there  is  strong 
argument  for  a  return  to  the  appren- 
ticeship system  on  a  wide  scale,  with 
emphasis  laid  on  the  necessity  of 
making  it  adaptable  to  modern  indus- 
trial conditions.  Without  a  doubt, 
the  old  apprenticeship  system  pro- 
duced better  workmen  than  are  being 
produced  today.  It  produced  work- 
men who  paid  more  attention  to  de- 
tail, who  took  a  greater  pride  in  their 
work,  who  concentrated  on  bringing 
out  the  finished  article  in  M  near  a 
state  of  perfection  as  possible,  and 
who  were  truly  trained  In  the  work 
of  apecializatioh.  The  idea  prevalent 
nowadays  that  a  youth,  after  a  brief 
theoretical  training  in  a  trade,  can 
become  an  efficient  worker  and  draw 
a  worker's  pay  because  he  is  eligible 
to  belong  to  the  union  should  be  ex- 
ploded in  the  interest  of  the  economic 
output.  There  are  too  many  inade- 
quately trained  worker*,,  and  heme* 
ther-  is  great  waste  In  the  work  of 
production,  as  all  employers  know.

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  announcement  that  speed  laws 
are  to  be  enforced  on  the  Malahat 
Highway  is  surely  one  of  supereroga- 
tion. Laws  are  made  to  be  enforced 
always.  There  is  an  admission  of 
failure  to  enforce  them  in  any  state- 
ment that  they  are  to  be  enforced 
anew.  The  question  is.  however, 
why  are  they  not  better  enforced  on 
the  Malahat  Highway?  There  is 
reckless  driving  there  on  many  occa- 
sions and  consequent  accidents,  and 
a  police  patrol  is  seemingly  non- 
existent. The  Government  should 
enforce  the  laws  without  seeking 
publicity  by  sundry  announcements 
that  they  ate  about  to  be  enforced. 
The  Government  is  paid  for  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  administration, 
not  for  protesting  over  much  that  it 
It  Just  about  to  66  to  in  so  many 
different  directions. 

The  Sunday  Express  'finds  the  ut- 
most consolation  in  a  heat  wave,  and 
Is  actually  ebullient  in  ita  comment 
thereon:  "Cyrus,  King  of  Persia,"  it 
says,  "ordered  his  aholdiers  to  sweat 
once  a  day.  The  sun  is  wiser  than 
Cyrus.  He  makes  us  sweat  all  day 
and  all  night.  He  is  opening  every 
pore,  and  every  eye  is  clearer,  every 
cheek  is  fairer.  Our  waste  products 
are  being  ruthlessly  expelled.  The 
bacilli  arc  dying  in  the  great  oven  of 
sunlight.  And  the  curve  on  the  chart 
of  joy  is  soaring  highej-  and  higher 
every  day.  A  month  of  sunshine  is 
worth  the  national  debt.  And  there 
is  no  tax  on  sunlight  and  no  meter. 
Let  us  whew  gladly,  for  the  Winter 
comcth  when  no  man  can  whew.'' 

The  importance  of  New  Zealand  s 
decision  to  revert  to  penny  postage  is 
thoroughly  appreciated  in  th  at  coun- 
try. Commenting  on  it  The  Auck 
laud  Weekly  News  says  "Th«  Post 
Office  can,  therefore,  face  conces- 
sion, with  confidence.  New  Zealand 
will  be  the  first  country  to  revert  to 
the  penny  postage.

Now  sre  all  know  what  is  the  mat-

They 
are  assembling  and  talking  and  specu 
fating,  and  also  waiting  for  some- 
thing to  turn  up,  something  that  may 
resto're  them  to  what  is  left  of  their 
former  high  estate.  They  were  ac- 
corded a  refuge  in  Jlolland,  and  were 
permitted  by  the  Powers  to  remain 
there  upon  certain  conditions.  Those 
conditions  were  applicable  alike  to 
the  refugees  and  to  the  nation  which 
afforded  them  an  asylum.  Holland 
must  be  aware  of  the  intrigue  that  is 
going  on  at  Doom,  but  appears  to  be 
paying  no  attention  to  it,  and  cer- 
tainly is  making  no  attempt  to  pre- 
vent it.

If  the  conditions  in  Germany  are 
as  represented,  and  if  it  should  prove 
impossible  for  Great  Britain  and 
Franc*  to  reach  an  accord  on  the 
subject  of  occupation  and  reparation, 
in  the  very  nature  of  things  there 
must  be  a  grand  explosion  some  day, 
and  that  day  cannot  be  very  remote. 
What  is  likely  to  happen  before  order 
succeeds  chaos?

It  is  a  curious  thing  for  a  mere

Sir  _Now  that  the  Finance  BUI  of 
1823-24  hat  passed  into  law.  no 
dnultt  your  renders  who  derive  any 
Income  from  the  United  Kingdom 
will  be  Interetted  to  learn  itt  pro- 
vltlont. 

Briefly,  the  most  Important  changee 
affecting  nonresidents  are  these: 

1.  The  standard  rate  of  tax  haa 
been  reduced  to  4s.  6d.  In  the  pound. 

2.  Clalma  can  be  made  for  three 
years  back,  but  this  limit  will  gradu- 
ally be  extended  to  tlx  years.  It  will 
not  be  poaelble.  however,  to  claim  for 
yeart  prior  to  ifttl-lj,  the  eectlon 
not  being  retroactive. 

8.  Income  derived  from  the  Irish 
Free  State  will  be  exempt  from  Brit- 
ish tax,  but  liable  to  Irlah  Income  tax, 
which  In  five  thllllngt  In  the  pound 
for  1923-24. 

There  are  apparently  atlll  many 
people  deriving  Inc. -me  from  the 
trnlled  Kingdom  who  are  unaware 
thtt  they  ran  recover  at  leaat  [.art  of 
the  Income  tax  charged  on  It.

This  anthualaam,  hik  n ,n<  .  nt  of  tha 
Mrth  of  a  new  community  spirit 
cloeely  allied  to  the  Dominion- wide 
tncreaalng  ascendancy  of  the  Con- 
servative fortunes,  furnlrhed  a  pip* 
ular  taxt  for  the  apeectt  of  Mr  W.  J. 
Bewaar.  leader  of  th*  Conaarvatlve 
party  In  British  Columbia. 

"As"  Victoria  Roti,  ao  goes  the 
Province."  the  leader  declared,  and 
the  crowd  that  aurged  agalnat  the 
speakers'  rostrum  and  apread  out  be- 
fore him  In  all  directions  gave  aure 
•Mleatlon   of   Vlctorla-s  objective. 

.Mr       liouMei     received     il  flattering 

ovation  na  fie  stood  to  addreaa  the 
crowd.  It  was  hla  flint  appearance 
before  the  general  public  In  Victoria 
for  many  months,  and.  while  his 
speech  was  a  brief  one,  he  Jammed 
Into  compact.  Incisive  sentences  a 
■tory  which  found  whole-hearted  re- 
sponse. 

"I  am  taking  it  for  granted."  he 
said,  "that  1  am  addressing  not  only 
Conservatives — those  of  you  who  are 
confident  In  the  hope  of  triumph  for 
your  party,  but  alao  a  good  many  ln- 
dapendanta  and  not  a  few  Llberala. 
who  by  their  contemplated  gctlon  at 
th*  next  election  are  not  nacessarlly 
going  to  forsake  their  party,  but  who 
have  placed  their  country  before 
politics  and  Intend  to  atrlke  out  for 
good  government. 

The  Mancliratcr  of  Canada 
"It  used  to  be  said  of  English  elec- 
tions that  as  Manchester  goee.  ao  goes 
Kngland.  and  I  think  that  In  British 
Columbia  Victoria  can  well  occupy 
tha  place  held  by  Mancheaier  In  Kng- 
land. As  Victoria  goea  politically,  ao 
goes  the  Province.  For  that  reason 
It  Is  doubly  heartening  to  witness  the 
splendid  demonstration  here  today.  I 
need  not  remind  you  of  the  courae  of 
past  elections  to  prove  the  contention 
that  British  Columbia  elections  can 
be  determined  very  accurately  by 
what  happens  In  Victoria.  In  1903 
Victoria  returned  four  Conservatives 
and  th<»  Province  went  Conservative. 
The'aame  happened  In  1909  and  1912. 
In  191*.  Victoria  returned  four  Lib- 
erals, and  the  Liberals  swept  the 
Province.  In  the  last  election  Vic- 
toria elected  three  Liberals  and  one 
Conservative,  and  the  contest  through- 
out the  Province  resulted  In  about  the 
same  ratio  of  election  as  between  the 
two  parties,  showing  that  Victoria 
possessed  the  guiding  political  hand 
for  the  whole  Province. 

"In  1924.  1920.  or  whenever  Pre- 
mier Oliver  decides  to  give  up  hla 
good  salary  and  go  to  the  country,  I 
believe  that  Victoria  will  return  four 
Conaervatlves.  and  that  the  rest  of 
th«  Province  will  act  according  to 
form  and  return  the  Conservatives  to 
power. 

"You  have  read  of  how  Ontario 
went  back  to  the  Conservatives  after 
tiring  of  its  experiments  with  other 
parties.  You  have  read  of  how  Prince 
Edward  Island  threw  the  Liberals  out 
of  office  and  replaced  them  with  Con- 
servatives. While  I  do  not  profess 
to  be  a  prophet.  I  will  predict  this 
without  fear  of  being  mlataken,  that 
Mr  Oliver  will  be  defeated  by  a  huge 
majority  If  he  ever  attempts  to  run 
In  -Victoria  again. 

Picas*-*!  With  Outlook 

"During  the  past  month  or  so  I 
have  toured  the  Kootenay  country 
and  have  had  opportunity  of  studying 
at  first  hsnd  some  of  the  problems  of 
the  British  Columbia  Interior.  There 
are  many  problems  of  the  interior 
which  affect  the  Coast  Just  aa  much. 
If  not  more  so.  One  of  them  Is  the 
problem  of  transportation — the  need 
for  good  roada. 

One  of  our  moat  priceless  posses- 
sions Is  msgniflcent  scenery — a  pos- 
session which  may  be  capitalized  only 
by  the  construction  of  good  roads  to 
bring  the  country's  natural  beauty 
closer  to  the  people.  More  Important 
still,  perhaps,  is  the  conservation  of 
that  natural  heritage,  the  forest. 
British  Columbia  yields  to  no  country 
a  higher  position  In  Its  wealth  of 
timber,  yet  our  hills  may  be  denuded 
of  that  timber  unless  a  fearless,  busi- 
ness-like stand  Is  taken  on  the  quea- 
tlon  of  conservation.  If  the  Govern- 
ment Is  abl*  to  purchase  at  a  fair 
price  timber  lands  of  genuine  scenic 
value  that  are  otherwise  likely  to  paxs 
into  the  control  of  loggers,  then  I  say 
that  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  Government 
to  take  such  measures  as  will  preserve 
that  timber.  The  beauty  of  our 
country  Is  the  most  compelling  lure  to 
Immigration  from  outside,  and  that 
asset  la  as  nothing  If  the  natural 
grandeur  of  our  forests  Is  to  be  ruth- 
lessly destroyed  " 

Mr.  Bowser  msde  a  strong  plea  for 
the  nomination  of  hlgheat  calibre  men 
aa  Conaervatlve  standard  bearers  In 
the  vsrlous  constituencies. 

"You  should  endesvor  to  nominate 
men  who  can  take  their  place  In  the 
administration  of  the  country's 
affairs — men  who  are  of  Cabinet 
quality  If  you  do  that,  you  will  rest 
assured  that  you  have  don*  vour  duty 
to  the  utmost  in  giving  the  country  a 
good  Government,  capable  of  restor- 
ing confidence  in  British  Columbia 
and  of  reducing  the  tax  load  of  the 
Province,  equipped  to  effect  real 
economy  In  administration — In  short 
run  the  country  as  a  auccaasful  busi- 
ness is  managed 

■  "If  you  take  my  advice,  you  will 
<  ho..-,  men  who  have  been  successful 
In  their  own  line  of  life  m*n  who  are 
community  builders,  with  Intelligence 
and  the  quality  of  far-seeing  states- 
manship, capable  of  shedding  new 
lustre  on  our  Province  and  currying  It 
beyond  the  doldrums  Into  which  It 
now  Is  mired." 

Of  the  picnic  and  Its  manner  of 
organisation  Mr.  Bowser  felt  unable 
to  speak  too  highly  "You  will  prob- 
ably remember  this  as  the  greitest 
picnic  ever  held  In  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia."  he  mH

Tribute  to  Soldier* 
Major  Ney,  In  a  short  but  Impres- 
•  ive  address,  referred  to  the  fine 
spirit  which  knit  tog-ether  the  iom  of 
France  and  Britain,  who  fought  to- 
gether aide  by  aide  during  the  war. 
Me  hoped  It  was  symbolic  of  the 
brotherhood  of  the  nations  for  all 
lime  to  come,  and  aaked  the  wreath 
hearera  to  place  their  memorial  on 
Ihe  tomb  "In  commemoration  of  the 
respect  and  admiration  of  the  British 
Dominions  Overseas  to  those  who 
gave  their  Uvea  for  mankind." 

The  wreath  bore  a  card  with  the 
quotation: 

"And  ua  they  trusted.  We  the  task 
Inherit, 

The  unfinished  task  for  which  their 

lives  were  spent, 
But  leaving  us  a  portion     of  their 

epirlt 

They   gave   their   witneaa.   and  they 
died  content." 

The  Inscription  added: 

"Placed  upon  the  grave  of  the  Un- 
known Warrior  by  the  teachers  of 
Canada,  New  Zealand  and  Australia 
Malting  the  Britlah  Ialea.  France  and 
Belgium,  under  the  auspice*  of  the 
Overaeas  Education  League,  Summer, 
1923." 

The  roar  of  Paris  traffic  battles 
KKalnst  the  great  Arch,  but  the  bulus- 
trated  enclosure  with  the  tomb  is 
guarded  by  aoldlers.  and  vlaltors  re- 
aped the  sanctity  of  the  spot.  Scores 
of  wreaths  and  memorials  stand 
about  the  head  of  the  tomb  or  on 
the  adjacent  walls,  some  from  rulers 
such  as  the  Bey  of  Tunis,  who  Is  now 
visiting  Paris;  others  from  French 
snd  Britlah  regiments,  children's 
schools  and  cities.  A  wreath  from 
the  people  of  Philadelphia.  U.S.A., 
waa  noted. 

In  the  afternoon  Major  and  Mrs. 
Ney  entertained  the  two  hundred 
tcachere  at  a  reception  and  tea  at 
the  Hotel  Majestic.

Dr.  Tolmle  took  the  opportunity  to 
reply  to  one  of  the  slurs  cast  upon 
him  at  the  recent  Liberal  picnic  at 
Goldstream  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Macdonald. 
former  M.P.P.  for  Vancouver. 

"I  was  not  Invite*!  to  that  picnic." 
said  Dr.  Tolmle,  with  a  smile,  "but  I 
em  told  that  Mr.  Macdonald  described 
me  as  a  political  turncoat.  I  do  npt 
think  that  an  explanation  of  my 
poaltlon  Is  really  necessary,  but  If 
only  to  satisfy  Mr  Macdonald  it  may 
be  well  to  recall  that  In  1»17  I  was 
requested  by  a  Joint  committee  of 
Liberals  and  Conservatives  to  permit 
my  name  to  go  up  for  nomination  as 
Federal  member  for  Victoria.  I  asked 
them  to  leave  nie  alone,  because  I 
felt  that  I  knew  something  about  the 
livestock  business,  but  nothing  about 
politics  and  that  it  Would  be  the  wise 
course  to  stay  with  livestock. 

A  coop  led  Honor 
'  While  I  wss  in  Reglna,  however. 
I  *»«  nomlnsted  snd  I  could  not  re- 
fuse the  honor  from  my  home'  city. 
Prior  to  my  election  as  member  for 
Victoria  I  had  served  both  Liberal 
and  Conservative  governments  at 
Ottawa  and,  as  a  government  official, 
had  found  it  the  best  policy  to  keep 
my  mouth  shut  and  mind  my  own 
business  I  was  a  man  without  a 
party,  and  the  fact  that  I  am  now  n 
supporter  of  Right  Hon.  Arthur 
Melghen  does  not  therefore  Imply 
that  I  have  been  a  turncoat. 

"As  for  Mr.  Macdonald.  he  wears 
no  political  coat  at  all.  In  the  elec- 
tion of  1921  the  people  of  Burrard 
decided  that  Mr.  Macdonald  must 
stsy  In  his  shirt  sleeves  for  some 
time  to  come." 

Dr.  Tolmle  reiterated  his  attitude 
In  fsvor  of  constructive  legislation  to 
Improve  the  condition  of  Canada's 
farmers. 

"Agricultural  depression  will  retard 
the  progress  of  a  country  more  cer- 
tainly then  any  other  single  factor 
snd  today  Canada  la  In  need  of  strong 
measures  to  bring  about  the  Improve- 
ment that  is  so  much  needed  in  agri- 
cultural conditions."  he  said.  "With 
one  of  the  greatest  crops  In  history, 
the  farmers  of  Canada  face  the  dis- 
couraging prospect  of  poor  markets. 
This  problem  of  distribution  for  our 
agricultural  products  must  be  effec- 
tively grappled  with  If  we  are  to 
benefit  the  state  of  business  as  a 
whole.  Agriculture  plays  such  on 
Important  part  In  our  national  exist- 
ence that  if  It  Is  on  a  soijnd  footing 
all  other  Industries  will  take  care  of 
themselves." 

Predicts  Great  Developments 

He  predicted  tremendous  tievelop- 
ment  in  the  grain  trade  by  way  of 
B.  ('.  ports.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
Pacific  Coast  Yellowhend  Pass  route 
was  200  feet  lower  than  the  highest 
point  on  the  Fort  William  route,  and 
that  the  fact  of  Western  ports  being 
open  the  year  round  was  an  enormous 
advantage. 

lie   reviewed    the    efforts    of  the 
people  in  various    parts    of  Canada 
during  the  past   few  years  to  obtain 
the  sort  of  government  they  desired, 
antl  referred  to  the  failure     of  the 
Farmer  experiment   In  Ontario.  The 
ecent  triumph  of  the  Conservatives 
n  that  Province  furnished  proof  that 
he    people    had    tired    of  political 
theorists. 

He  pleaded  for  a  tolerable  attitude 
towards  the  Csnadlan  National  Rail- 
ways. 

The  Canadian  National  system, 
under  the  able  direction  of  Sir  Henry 
Thornton,  tan  play  s  tremendously 
Important  part  In  the  development  of 
Canada."  he  said.  "It  should  he  given 
every  possible  encoursgement.  The 
rallwsy  Is  too  big  a  problem  to  be 
allowed  to  become  a  political  football, 
and  If  the  deficit  of  $78. 000,000  can 
he  removed  we  should  not  be  con- 
cerned who  does  It.  because  the  re- 
sults are  what  we  want.  Kvery  sound 
effort  to  improve  our  transportation 
should  he  encouraged 

Regarding  Immigration.  Dr.  Tolnue 
said  that  any  programme  embarked 
upon  in  Canada  should  take  Into  con- 
sideration the  premier  need  for  Im- 
proving the  lot  of  the  people  already 
In  the  country.  Although  he  deplored 
the  lsck  of  a  deflnlte  Immigration 
policy  In  Canada  today,  he  warned 
against  the  adoption  of  loo  liberal  a 
course,  which  would  result  In  the 
flooding  ef  the  vacant  spaces  ef 
Csnada  with  a  horde  of  unasslmilable 
foreigners,  who  would  be  a  thorn  In 
the  flesh  In  times  of  national  crises

Soccer  Notes 


By  A.  B.  B. 
 j  


Preparedness"  has  become  a  pop- 
ular slogan,  not  only  In  the  field  of 
business  und  professional  life,  but 
also  among  those  who  believe  In 
being  ready  to  meet  all  emergencies 
In  the  successful  running  of  sporting 
organizations.  In  this  connection 
mention  may  be  made  of  the  fact  that 
soccer  players  and  supporters  of  the 
game  In  Victoria  and  district  have  ul- 
ready  begun  to  discuss  the  outlook 
for  the  ensuing  season. 

Actual  participation  in  football  will 
not  take  place  for  some  time,  but  the 
various  clubs  will  soon  make  arrange- 
ments for  their  annual  meeting,  luter 
there  will  be  the  league  meeting; 
referees'  gathering  to  examine  candi- 
dates who  desire  to  become  experts 
In  controlling  games;  club  practice 
matches;  and  then  the  kick-off  for 
theB  1 » 2 3 - 1' 4  campaign. 

The  various  details  require  careful 
handling  before  the  serious  side  of 
the  campaign  starts,  so  that  it  la  quite 
in  order  for  the  league  and  club  offi- 
cials to  put  their  heads  together  and 
devise  ways  and  means  to  place  soc- 
cer on  tho  plane  due  a  pastime  that 
helpa  our  young  men  to  develop  their 
physique  and  mental  capacity,  while 
at  the  same  time  giving  pleasure  to 
those  who  now  "lag  superfluous  on 
the  stage."  but  still  retain  their  In- 
terest in  the  game  after  their  playing 
days  aro  over. 

Regarding  Referees 

"As  regards  referees,  I  may  state 
that  we  had  men  In  this  city  last 
season  who  conducted  games  with  an 
Impartiality  and  ettlclency  that 
stamped  them  as  officials  worthy  of 
their  position.  In  a  word,  the  refer- 
eelng  was  all  that  could  be  desired." 
The  foregoing  remark  was  made  hy  a 
prominent  Victoria  soccer  man  to  the 
writer  this  week. 

There  Is  no  doubt  that  a  referee 
cun  make  or  mm  a  game.  Of  course, 
referees  cannot  please  everybody.  if 
thry  attempted  that  line  of  business 
they  might  us  well  ha  nd  over  the  job 
to  someone  else.  But  a  referee  .an 
at  leaat  satisfy  the  unbiased  onlooker. 
It  Is  ull  a  matter  of  point  of  view, 
and  player  and  spectaor  should 
realize  that  It  Is  the  referee's  point  of 
view  that  counts  in  a  game. 

The  best  of  referees  may.  and  does, 
make  mistakes  at  times.  So  do  play- 
ers und  spectators;  so  that  the  Inevit- 
able conclusion  is  to  accept  the  offi- 
clala  decisions  with  good  grace,  at 
lesst  as  regards  tho  facta  of  play. 

•  Where  doctors  disagree,  who  Is  to 
decide?"  Aye.  that's  the  rub:  Well, 
In  the  case  of  soccer,  many  experta 
have  disagreed  on  certain  rulings  by 
a  referee  when  !he  point  at  Issue  haa 
been  observed  by  the  onlookers  sit- 
ting on  a  grandstand,  with  a  clear 
view. 

Notable  Incident 

Take  ihe  case  of  the  English  Cup 
flnsl  between  lluddersfteld  and  Pres- 
ton North  End.  when  liuddersfleld 
won  the  Cup  us  the  outcome  of  a 
goal  scored  from  a  penalty  kick. 
Smith  the  Huddersfteld  left  winger, 
was  brought  down  by  Hamilton,  the 
Preston  back,  and  the  referee  at  once 
gave  a  penslty. 

Now,  right  away,  there  were  argu- 
ments for  and  against  Ihe  decision. 
I'romlnent  football  officials,  with  sn 
excellent  view  of  Ihe  Incident,  and 
sitting  close  to  each  other,  held  con- 
trary opinions  on  the  referee's  find- 
ing. Some  declared  that  Smith  was 
tripped  Inside  the  penalty  line,  others 
said  he  was  fouled  outside  the  danger 
zone  and  then  "fell  Inside  the  area." 

The  referee  was  on  the  spot,  how- 
ever, snd  gave  his  award  instanter. 
So,  you  see.  the  expert  onlooker  la 
no  more  Infallible  that  the  "msn  In 
the  street  "  And.  after  all.  It  wit  a

The  day  has  apparently  arrived  In 
golf  when  a  man  past  forty  hus  as  lit- 
tle chance  to  win  a  big  championship 
as  one  of  the  same  uge  has  to  win  a 
championship  In  boxing,  rowing  or 
tennis,  or  to  become  a  big  star  In 
buseball. 

Bobby  Jones  has  won  the  National 
Open  title  at  the  age  of  21;  James 
Sweetser  Is  2  1  also,  and  holds  the 
amateur  crown;  Huvera,  who  took  my 
place  aa  British  open  champion,  Is 
25;  and  Miss  (Henna  Col.ett,  the 
women's  champion.  Is  20;  while 
Roger  Wethered.  the  amateur  cham- 
pion i>f  Crest  Britain,  is  27.  This  isj 
something  to  think  about  at  least, 
ond  when  the  argument  comeH  up 
about  golf  being  strictly  an  old  inun's 
game  this  Is  a  point  well  worth  re* 
memberlng. 

M«»slly  Youngsters 

There  liavi  been  more  players 
under  30  winning  championships  In 
the  last  decade  than  ever,  and  30  is 
not  old  for  an  athlete.  Johnnie  Mc- 
Dermott,  the  first  home  bred  to  win 
the  big  title,  started  the  hull  rolling 
with  a  victory  In  this  event  buck  In 
1911.  when  he  was  not  more  tliHn  22. 
and  he  repeated  the  next  year  at  23. 
Then  came  Francis  Oulmet,  who  tool; 
possession  of  the  open  championship 
at  20.  I  followed  Oulmei  with  a  vic- 
tory at  Chicago  when  I  was  21.  Jerry 
Travers  wus  next.  when  he  had 
reached  27.  and  Chick  Evans  followed 
Travers  at  the  age  of  2«.  Then  came 
my  turn  to  repeat,  and  I  took  the 
title  again  when  I  waa  J7. 

This  appears  to  be  the  «nd  for  a 
while  of  championships  going  to  the 
younger  set  of  players.  Ted  Buy 
came  over  from  England  and  took 
our  title  at  the  age  of  38  in  1920.  and 
In  1921  l>t»ng  Jim  Barnes  got  Into  bin 
atrlde  and  won  when  he  was  34.  This 
period  waa  short  lived,  however,  and 
the  veterans  were  apparently  down 
and  out.  as  Cene  Sarasen  annexed  the 
crown  at  the  age  of  21.  and  then  this 
year  along  comes  Bobby  Jones,  an- 
other 21-year-old  champion.  Whiu 
ore  we  to  expect  next  year?  Will 
Jones  or  Ssrazen  win  again,  or  will 
another  youngater  come  to  the  front  ? 

Thirty  Five  the  Prime 
Personally,  I  believe  that  a  golfer* 
should  go  on  winning  championships, 
or  be  at  his  best  until  he  is  36  or 
psst.  I  am  positive  that  In  m*  own 
case  I  have  not  yet  reached  my  best 
form  It  would  be  difficult  for  any- 
one to  convince  me  that  I  am  not  a 
better  golfer  today  than  when  I  first' 
won  the  American  open  champion- 
ship nine  years  ego.  Perhaps  I  am 
not  letting  out  at  the  ball  ss  I  did 
then,  snd  not  driving  the  great  dis- 
tance that  I  used  to  drive,  but  mv 
system  of  scoring  is  vastly  Improved. 
My  drlvea  are  slralghte,  and  better 
placed  and  my  second  shots  srsjj 
closer  to  the  pin.

as  financial  conditions  permit.  Aa  a 
matter  of  fact,  our  exports  have  been 
running  better  than  12. 000. 000  hue. 
during  that  time  there  haa  been  light 
export  business  reached.  That  la  at 
the  rate  of  144.000.000  bua.  a  year. 
If  we  export  that  much  the  coming 
seapon  we  will  not  be  troubled  with 
any  unaalable  aurplua.  Canadian 
crop  eatlmatea  are  now  cut  down  to 
not  mors  than  a  year  ago.  Ths  Free 
Preaa  at  Winnipeg  estimating  the 
crop  of  Manitoba  cut  in  two.  with 
onlv  an  average  yield  Indicated  In 
Saskatchewan,  while  the  Alberta  crop 
outlook  la  excellent.  We  believe  the 
long  side  holda  the  greatest  oppor- 
tunities. 

Corn — Cash  corn  la  holding  tight, 
and  there  la  no  pressure  from  the 
country,  while  salea  continue  good, 
ahlpping  busineaa  today  being  320.- 
000.  Hecelpta  moderate  hers  and 
situation,  so  far  as  the  old  crop  la 
concerned,  ahowa  no  weakneaa.  Bsara 
are  dlacountlng  the  future  too  much 
In  our  opinion  In  the  new  crop 
montha.  aa  the  probabilities  are  that 
our  total  corn  aupply  for  the  coming 
year  will  be  smaller  than  last  year, 
while  the  hog  and  cattle  population 
will  be  greater.  We  favor  buying 
side  on  setbacka. 

Oatei — Prices  are  comparatively 
cheap,  and  we  can  see  little  good  In 
the  aelllng  aide.  Cash  prlcea  were 
steady  relatively,  with  salea  of  426,- 
000  bushels  for  shipment.  Hecelpta 
estimated  at  130  cars.  The  rains 
have  interfered  with  hedging.  Offer- 
ings In  the  pit  are  moderate.  Market 
will  follow  wheat.

HUT  PRICES  LOWER 


L/ondon  Dally  Mall  Rays  Outlook  for 
Producer   There    Dark  I'nlem 
Government  Takes  Action 


LONDON.  Aug.  8.— Despite  tha 
bumper  crops  in  this  country  thia 
year,  the  anxiety  of  the  Brltlah  farm- 
ers haa  grown,  not  diminished,  says 
The  Dally  Mall.  One  cauae  for  thia 
la  the  government's  failure  to  Im- 
pose a  duty  on  foreign  barley  aa  waa 
propoaed  some  time  ago. 

As  to  the  wheat  crop,  the  farmers' 
hopea  of  receiving  reasonable  prlcea 
have  been  shaken  by  the  newa  of 
abundant  harvests  abroad,  the  news- 
paper says.  In  thia  connection,  the 
paper  adds: 

"Canada  haa  a  largely  Increased 
prospective  wheat  crop  and  thia  extra 
quantity  la  quite  sufficient  to  nend 
down  the  price  heavily  If  any  large 
psrt  of  It  la  placed  In  the  British 
market.  In  alnsost  all  other  coun- 
tries the  wheat  crops  are  good  or 
better  than  uaual,  except  perhapa  In 
Huaaia. 

"It  Is  now  almost  Impossible  for  tha 
British  farmer  to  grow  wheat  with- 
out loaa  If  the  price  Is  under  alxty 
shillings  a  quarter.  (A  quarter  Is  a 
measure  of  eight  bushels,  a  bushel  of 
Kngllsh  wheat  being  reckoned  as  six- 
ty pounds  weight  )  The  price  recent- 
ly has  been  about  fourteen  shillings  a 
quarter  and  many  farmers  expect  It 
to  go  lower  still."

Major  Cayser  is  tha  Conservative 
candidate  In  the  present  conteat.  and 
he  la  being  oppoaed  by  General  Law- 
ion,  Liberal.  Kach  la  making  an 
eDergetlc  effort  to  win  the  aeat. 

Bo  far  aa  the  two  candidates  are) 
concerned,  the  fight  is  clean  enough, 
but  there  la  a  certain  element  that  is 
heckling  Cayserson  matters  not  con- 
nected with  politics.  One  of  the 
hecklers  at  a  recent  meeting  aaked 
.Major  Cayser:  "la  It  a  fact  that  In 
your  war  service  you  were  not  nearer 
tha  front  than  Havre?" 

Cayaer  replied  that  he  objected  to 
talking    about    personal  matters. 

The  audience,  however,  wanted  an 
answer,   yelling:     "(;o  on."
